" BACK TO KANSAS

Members of the Supreme Court and the

Kansas Congressional Delegation
Will Attend the Funeral,

Washington, March 30.—The body
of the late Justice Brewer of the su-
preme court of the United States,
whose death came so unexpectediy
Monday night, will be taken back to
hig old home In Leavenworth, Kans,,
for burial. A short funeral service
will be held at the Brewer residence
here Thursday afternoon at 1 o'clock.
Members of the supreme court will be
pallbearers, At 3:40 p. m, the fun-
eral party, Including practically the
entire court, it is believed, will start
on the journey to Kansas., The train
I8 scheduled to arrive In Leavenworth
at 7:20 a. m., S8aturday, Services will
be held ai the Congregational church
in Leavenworth at 2 o'clock Saturday
afternopon, The burlal will be in
Mount Muncie Cemetery,

Chief Justice Fuller will head the
list of members of the court who will
attend the funeral in Leavenworth. It
its probable that only one member of
the court will remain in Washington.
It will be his duty to open court Mon-
day, when it must convene under an
order lssued at the time of adjourn-
ment after the Baster recess. In the
absence of the legal quorum of six, he
will adjourn until the next day. The
funeral party will return from Kan-
sags Monday afternoon.

President Taft today sent the fol-
lowing letier to Chief Justice Fuller in
answér to the latter's communleation
to Him earlier in the day announcing
Justice Brower's death:

I beg to acknowledge the recelpt of
your letter announcing the death of
Mr, Justice Brewer, and to condole
with the members of the court upon
the loas of o able, learned, genial and
respected an associnte, May 1 ask
from you the details connected with
tribute to Mr. Justice Brewer's mem-
vory which a friendship and profound
respect covering many yenrs require?

The following letter of condolence,
was sent by the president to Mrs,
Brawer:

I write to convey to you the sincer-
est sympathy of Mrs. Taft and myself
in your great sorrow. Your husband
wis one of the great jurigts and judges
of this country, and in your lonliness
I earnestly hope that the thought of
the great service which he has rend.
ered to his country may offer some
consolation in the sad hours that await
you,

Resolutions of condolence and
gpect were adopted by the Yale Alum-
nl assoclation of Washington, Justice
Brewer having been a member of the
Yale class of 1866,

BOND 135UES WIN
BY Bl MAJORITY

First Ward Votes Unanimously For
Expense Bonds—Opponents Are
Strongest in Third Ward,

-

.. By the light but over-whelming vote
of 289 to 43 the voters of Vinita at a
special election yesterday authorized
the mayor and council to igsue $12,000
in bonds for the purpose of paying the
indebtedness of the city, in excess of
the revenues derived from the con-
stitutional limit of a ten mill levy. By
a vote of 273 to 20 the voters at this
same electlon assented to the lssuance
of $20,000 for the extension of the
city water works system.

The opposition to each of the bond
propositions proved very weik. A re
markable feature of the election in the
first ward, where the voters unani-
mously supported the bonds for the
payment of the excess indebtedness,
and only one man voted ngalnst the
extengion of the water works. The
opposition drew most of its strength
from the third ward, where eighteen
voters were registered ugainst the ex-
cess indebtedness bonds and  eight
against the waterworks.

OKLAHOMA GITY MAY LOSE
STATE HEADQUARTERS

Guthrie, Okhi., March 30.—Oklahoma
City will lose the democratic state
headguarters unless it agrees to main-
tain the headquarters free of charge.
This was the declglon reached by the
gtate offlcers in o meeting held here
today. 'The state ndministration paya
expenses of maintaining headquarters,
' which amount to from $400 to $500 a
month, Although a contract has been
signed with Oklahoma City, that clty
has arranged to hear only half the ex-
penses, while Guthrie has offered free
quarters. Unless Okluhoma City meets
the proposition the administration has
agreed with the exscutive committee
that headquarters will be removed to
Guthrie,

Working Wage Agreement of Miners in South-
west Expires on April Ist--Only Immedi-
ate Increase of Wages can Prevent

Walkout--Terms of Miners Ad-

Compromise.

Kansas City, Mo, March 30—That
there will be a strike of the coal min-
ars of the southwest, comprising the
states of Mizsourl, Kansas, Oklahoma
and Arkansns, beginning April 1, when
the present wage agreement explres,
was the expressed opinlon of the rep-
resentatives of the miners and opera-
tors here today.

Cincinnati, Ohlo, March 30.—Only
immediate Inerease in wages will pre-
vent numerous and widesprend strikes
in bituminous coal miners of the
country, according to the action of
the special convention of the United
Mine Workers of America here late
today following the final disagreement
and dissplution of the joint conference
of the central competitive field.

The terms proposed. by the miners
for the continuation of work after
the expiration of the present agree-
ment on midnight Thursday will ad-
mit of no compromise as far 18 wages
are concerned. In most other ques-
tione, however, there is room for an
agreement and the general trend of
opinlon among men and employers
tonight wiis that no lengthy suspen-
gion will resull with the exception
of a few tields,

The most threatenlng aspect Is
overshadowing the Pensylvania and
1llinols sectivns, In  Pennsylvania
there can be no new contract short
of & s=ettlement of the controversy
over the new explosive law in that
gtate and In Hlinols the old problem
of payment for the services of shot
firers looms up a8 a possible barrier
to peaceful settlement.

Both questions were brought up on
the floor of the convention, but when
a positive declaration was adopted,
the former, the Illinois miners were
not allowed to put the convention on
record ns supporting or rajecting the
Justice of their grievance,

Briefly the miners demand that all
operators agree to puy the increased
wage of five cents per ton on plek
mined screened coal with & propor-
tionate advance for other methods of
mining and outside labor and other
questions,

With advanes in pay assured work
may be continusd In the afected dis-
tricts pending a golution of the minog
points, provided the natlonal execu.
tive board of the Union approves any
actlon to this effect by the distriet
ofMicers, The Natiopal board is made
the filnal power, so far as the Unlon
I8 concerned, but it 18 expressly for-
bidden to modify the wage demands.
